Ben Eisbart read the following petition in oppostion to the 


proposed vacation, which had approximately 47 signatures into 
the record: 


"We the undersigned property owners, protest the proposed 
vacation of a portion of Pasadena Drive, on which a public 
hearing is to be held Monday, December 16, 1985 at 7 P.M. in 
or #126, City-County Building, One Main Street, Fort Wayne, 
Indiana." 


Mr. Eisbart also made a part of the record a letter from Pearl 
Neidigh, Secretary of Fairmont Neighborhood Association in 
opposition to the proposed vacation. 


Jerry McArdle, representing St. John the Baptist Catholic 
School. Mr. McArdle stated that the their primary reason for 
wanting this portion of Pasadena closed is for "safety". He 
stated that they are presently closing the street off 5 times 
during the school day. He stated that the second reason is that 
they may need to expand in the near future and this will give 
them the necessary room to expand. He stated that they will if 
they do expand, relocate the necessary utilities in the street. 


Mr. McArdle stated that he felt the Traffic Engineering count 
was not accurate. He stated that they went beyond the mechanical 
count and took a physical count. He stated that during the 
school day, between 7 am to 4 pm, 50% of the cars that came down 
Pasadena stopped at the school. He stated also that these cars 
were going across the counter twice. He stated that on the day 
that they did the study, in the 6 pm to 10 pm time period,the 
school had 4 meetings at the school and church. He stated that 
they feel a more realistic number from the 705 that Traffic 
Engineering counted was 550 and if you eliminate the cars going 
and coming from the school, which is approximately 200, you end 
up with a traffic count of 350. He stated that this is a low 
average for a residential street. He stated that they are 
willing to accomodate the requirements of the engineering staff 
with regard to easements. 


Bob Hutner stated he could understand the hazard in crossing 
Pasadena from the parking lot to the school, but he stated that 
their is a business next to church or school and questioned if 
that would require people using the store to backing up and 
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turning around and go back down Pasadena. He also questioned if 
they planned to alter the one-way street situation with Harrison 
Hill. He stated that street is widely used by people who cross 
Fairfield take a one-way street going north, as you pass Harrison 
Hill, for certain exists into the school. 


Mr. McArdle stated they would comply with the recommendations of 
Traffic Engineering once the street was closed. He stated that 
he had no suggestions as to how to take care of that situation. 
He stated that there is no store, but a beauty shop, which is on 
Pasadena, between Arlington and South Wayne. He stated that you 
could come from both ways to the shop. 


"Mrs. Kenna questioned how long the school had been blocking off 
the street 5 times a day. 


Terry Taulbe, principal of St. John's School, stated as far back 
as she could locate in the files, 10 years. 


Mrs. Kenna stated that if the blocking off of the street has 
been satisfactory for 10 years why are they now requesting the 
vacation. 


Mr. McArdle stated that it is for safety of the children. He 
stated they have had people who ignore the barricades and go 
through then. He stated they feel also that expansion is 
eminent. 


Mrs. Terry Taulbe, principal, for St. John's Baptist School 
appeared before the Commission. Mrs. Taulbe stated that their 
school enrollment is enlarging. She stated that her primary 
concern is the safety of the children. She stated that they 
have 430 students, and presently they do use the barriacades. 
She stated that the school playground is across the street and 
they must cross the street. She stated the children are used to 
the barricades being there. She stated that when the barricades 
are not their, such as after school during after hour activities, 
the children get careless and they are not as cautious as they 
should be when crossing the street, because they are used to the 
barricades. She stated that the barricades have been ignored by 
people who have gone around them, they have been run over. She 
stated they have reported 2 or 3 cars this year of people who 
have ignored the barricades. She stated they have gotten 
heavier and sturdier barricades from the traffic division of the 
Police Department. She stated that the new state law requires 
less children in each class and they have the same enrollment of 
ten years ago, but they must have more classroom space. 
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David Kiester guestioned if this crossing guard is not also 
responsible for students from Harrison Hill School as well as 
from St. John the Baptist. 


Mrs. Taulbe stated that she does cross children from Harrison 
Hill also. 


Father James Wolf, Pastor at St. John the Baptist appeared 
before the Commission. Father Wolf read a letter from the 
Southwood Park Community Association into the record which 
"voted unanimously to support the peition" to vacate the portion 
of Pasadena the school was requesting. Father Wolf reiterated 
. the need for the children's safety and also the need for the 
future expansion of the school as a reason for vacating the 
portion of Pasadena. He stated that they have gotten approval 
from the diocese to expand when the need arises. 


Mel Smith questioned what percentage of the students walk to 
school and what percentage are driven. 


Mrs. Taulbe stated that she would not be able to venture a 
quess, but they do have a lot of students who walk, since they 
are a neighborhood school. She stated it also depends upon the 
weather. Mrs. Taulbe stated she would get a breakdown of the 
number of students who walk. 


Pearl Neidigh, Secretary of Fairmount Neighborhood Association 
appeared before the Commission is opposition to the proposed 
vacation. Mrs. Neidigh stated that there were people also in 
Southwood Park who were against this petition. She stated that 
Pasadena is the only thru street south of Rudisill to Pettit, it 
is the only thru street from east and west to and from Old Mill 
Road and Fairfield or Calhoun Streets. She stated if closed it 
would cause more traffic on Arlington which is narrow and on 
Clermont Drive which is unpaved. She stated they have no 
objection to the barricades. She stated it is one of the only 
streets that is plowed in the winter. She stated that she lives 
on the northeast corner of Arlington and Pasadena and if the 
street was closed it would allow for children to be playing on 
the portion of Pasadena directly on the side of her home. She 
stated this would cause her an additional hardship. 


Steve Smith questioned why people who lived on Oakdale, Manito, 
and Korte Lane signed the petition, since there are not in the 
neighborhood. 


Mrs. Neidigh stated that these people use the street because of

the beauty operator and they signed in objection because of the 
inconvenience it would cause. 


Mrs. Kenna guestioned if the school had considered expanding to 
the west. 


Father Wolf stated that the school presently owns the whole 
block bounded by Fairfield, Arlington, Sherwood Terrace and 
Pasadena Drive and they is no more room to build on this area. 

He stated that there are two streets that go thru to Old Mill 
Road and they are Sherwood Terrace and Lexington Avenue. He 
stated that the reason that Pasadena Drive is plowed is that 
they (the church) have a private contract to clear the street as 
well as the parking lot, it is usually done before the City can 
get to it. 


Ben Eisbart guestioned if they had met with the Fairmont 
Association. 


A school representative stated that he had contacted a couple of 
people on the phone and received a negative response. 


There was no one else present who wished to speak in favor of or 
in opposition to the proposed vacation.

The immediate area of the vacation petition is residential. 
Fairfield Avenue, at the eastern end of the petitioned property, 
carries fairly large amount of vehicular traffic, which would 
obviously represent some safety concerns to the school. 


Vacation Petition #172 
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While we have no objection to the vacation, we do need to point 
out that the petitioned property is closed during certain times 
for the schools operation. While the total amount of time, 
yearly, that is represented by this closure is only a small 
fraction of the time the street is used, the closing of this area 
enhances, not only school operations, but also the safety of 
children in attendance, at a cost of general public convenience. 


The Plan Commission should note that the petitioned area would 
still allow access to the alley north from Pasadena. 


Evaluation of this petition is not as definitive as most, but we 
believe that in the final analysis, the concern is to weigh the 
singular benefits to the school against the possible adverse 
impacts as cited by Traffic Engineering in the attached memo. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


The Plan Commission needs to weigh the items cited by Traffic 
Engineering in making their decision. Staff recommendation is 
DENIAL based on the adverse impact to the surrounding area, as 
cited by Traffic Engineering.
